firewood.  He  did  rough  carving,  not  too 
fancy,  but  quaint  and  versatile.  In 
winter  he  sold  his  summer’s  work  in 
Boulder,  pulling  a cart  along  the 
streets.  No  one  could  help  but  admire 
this  man  who  had  active  use  of  only 
half  his  body,  yet  sustained  himself  in 
spite  of  mishap. 

One  August  day  we  took  to  the 
high  road  that  wound  up  to  the  glaciers 


a pine  and  aspen  grove  on  the  virgin 
mountainside  and  by  three  o’clock  we 
skirted  the  great  cliff  and  came  upon 
-the  snow.  It  was  weird  and  awe-inspir- 
ing to  feel  the  deep,  cold  pressure  of 
the  snow  underfoot,  while  the  sun 
shone  hot  and  bright  upon  our  faces. 
On  the  way  down,  we  stopped  and 
looked  at  the  timberline  trees  with 
their  strange,  wind-twisted  branches, 
huge  burrs,  and  stunted  growths.  We 
drank  from  a roadside  fountain  that 
brought  its  water  down  from  the 
glaciers  we  had  left  an  hour  before. 

All  over  the  mountains  we  found 
old  tungsten  mines  in  various  stages 
of  desertion.  There  were  broken  bits 
of  machinery,  old  tracks  that  led  down 
into  the  earth,  and  ramshackle  huts 
sorry  with  neglect  and  decay.  In  one 
particular  instance  there  was  a mine 
which  seemed  to  have  been  deserted 
just  recently,  yet  had  not  been  worked 
for  years.  The  shafts  were  full,  the  ma- 
chinery practically  whole;  a glove  lay 
on  the  forge  in  a makeshift  shelter. 


and  an  old  corrugated  iron  shack 
leaned  over  the  crumbling  cliff.  Bits  of 
tools  and  metal  lay  everywhere;  even 
the  beams  of  the  mine’s  damp  roof 
were  still  solid.  It  was  like  walking 
through  a haunted  world,  devoid  of  life 
but  pregnant  with  suggestion  and 

The  wild  life  of  the  region  was 
still  abundant:  there  were  countless 
signs  of  bear  and  deer  and  chipmunks 
—even  of  mountain  lions.  We  often  sat 
still  with  peanuts  on  our  palms  and, 
after  a period  of  silence,  felt  the  dainty 
front  paws  of  a timid  chipmunk  scurry 
over  our  fingers.  Then  there  was  a 
quick  little  nip  and  it  hurried  away  to 
its  burrow. 

Night  falls  fast  in  the  canyons. 
After  the  evening  meal,  we  would  light 
the  old  kerosene  lamps  and  sit  around 
the  plain  table  in  the  largest  room. 
When  the  night  drew  down  and  the 
air  became  chill  and  sharp,  we  fell 
asleep  to  the  music  of  the  creek  or  to 
our  own  thoughts. 

But  if  I remember  Dream 
Canyon  it  will  not  be  because  of  its 
beauty  and  happiness  alone.  It  is 
America — full  of  freedom  and  frater- 
nity, Nature,  and  creation.  It  is  in 
places  like  that  that  you  see  the  mani- 
festation of  God  as  a Master  Work- 
man and  free  your  mind  and  life  from 
the  corruption  of  the  crowded  world.
